REDUCING THE POWERS OF THE 
GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 


REMOVING RIGHT OF APPEAL TO 
PRIVY COUNCIL. .

T IREE articles of the Constitution are to be vitally altered by the 
new bills introduced by Presideant de Valera in the Dail yes- 
terday. These are Articles 37, 4] and 66. 


The Constitution (Amendment No. 20) Bill, entitled an Act 
so to amend Article 37 of the Constitution as to transfer from the 
Representative of the Crown to the Executive Council the function 
of recommending under that Article the purpose of appropriation 
money. 

The Constitution (Amendment No. 21) Bill, entitled an Act 
to amend the Constitution by deleting the provisions now contained 
therein as to the withholding by the Representative of the Crown of 
the King’s Assent to bills, and the reservation of bills for the signif- 
cation of the King’s pleasure. | - 


The Constitution (Amendment No. 22) Bill, entitled an Act 
so to amend Article 66 of the Constitution as to terminate the right 
of appeal to His Majesty in Council, 


E The second reading of all of the bills was fixed for September 
2/th. ; 


_ One of the bills, amending Article 37, will transfer to the 
Executive Council the functions usually exercised by the Governor- 
General in regard to the appropriation of money. 


_ The amendment proposed in regard to Article 41 will remove 
from the Representative of the Crown—that is, the Governor- 
General—the power of withholding of the King’s Assent to bills. 
and the reservation of bills for the signification of the King's 
pieasure, 


The third bill relates to Article 66. This article sets up the 
Courts with appellate jurisdiction, and concludes: ‘* Provided that 
nothing in this Constitution shall impair the right of any person to 
petition His Majesty for special leave to appeal from the Supreme 
C ou to His Majesty in Council or the right of His Majesty to grant 
suCnN ieaye, ~ 


The amendment proposed is to remove the right of appeal to 
the Privy Council. It is true that, to a large extent, in recent years 
this right has not been exercisable, but the bill now introduced will 
dehnitely make it clear that the right of such appeal no longer exists.

Me FitzGERALD-KENNEY (Cumann 

na nGaedheal, Mayo) addressed che 
following question to the Minister for

“Is it a fact that a new armed force has 
been. organised by the Government ; if so, 
will the Minister give the Dail particulars 
of the new force, and state for what ur- 
pose and under what statutory authority «t 
is being organised !'' 

Mr. Ruttledge—The answer to the first 
part of the question is in the negative, and 
the other parts, therefore, do not, in 
strictness, arise. I may say, however, that 
the position is as follows:—No recruiting 
for the Garda Siochana has taken place 
since February, 1922. The strength of the 
force has, consequently, been reduced by 
the ordinary process of deaths, retirements, 
etc. In view of recent developments in the 
country, and in view of the fact that public 
buildings were considered to be inade- 
quately protected, permission was given to 
the Commissioner to re-open recruiting for 
the Garda. As regards the question of 
arms, the ordinary practice is being 
followed. The men will carry arms when 
it is considered that the duty on which they 
are engaged renders it necessary or advis- 
able that they should be armed, 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney—Will the Minis- 
ter tell the House if the Commissioner has 
selected the men according to the provi- 
sions of the Garda code, and if the (om- 
missioner is the person who has the relec- 
tion of them ? | 

Mr. Ruttledge—The Commissioner is 
recruiting the force and has the selection 
of them, and the precedent already estab 
lished will be followed. 


SELECTION OF RECRUITS. 


Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney—Then is it 
perfectly inaccurate to state, as it has Leen 
stated, that a deputy of this House selected 
the particular persons who were being 
brought in?

Semi-official circles in Rome confirmed 
last night the fact that on Saturday last 
the German Government assured the 
Italian Ambassador in Berlin that they 
would forbid radio propaganda and aero- 
plane incursions from Germany against 
the Austrian Government. 

Despite the ban on radio propaganda, 
however, another speech was broad- 
cast from the Munich Station last night 
by Herr Habicht, leader of the Nazis in 
Austria, who, since his arrest and expul- 
sion by the Austrian Government, has 
lived in Munich. 

In his address last night Herr Habicht 
accused the Austrian Government ci 
having by astute propaganda forced the 
hands of the French and British Govern- 
ments in making their recent démarche. 
He claimed that the present political un- 
rest in Austria had not been caused by 
Germany, but was an inner political con- 
flict between the preponderating German 
population and a non-German minority, 
which, in its present extremity, had 
appealed to foreign nations for support. 

Since the Dollfuss Government insisted 
that it was representative of the will of 
the people, why, he asked, should it fear 
to hold elections? The Nazi movement 
would agree to abide unreservedly by the 
result of a general election in Austria.

A STATE of war, equivalent to the 

‘proclamation of martial law, has 
been declared throughout. the entire island 
of Cuba by President Machado. The 
decree, which was signed by the Presi- 
dent, is effective as from 6 p.m. to-night 
(local time), after which time-no persons 
will be permitted in the streets of 
Havana. | ' 

President. Roosevelt sent a message to 
Cuba to-night asking that the political 
warfare. should be abandoned in the inte- 
rests of economic warfare, 

President Roosevelt’s message is taken 
unofficially to mean that Machado must 
go if he cannot rule without force. 

The question which has been agitating 
all minds here to-day is whether Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will intervene in Cuba to 
put an end to the present state of turmoil 
and chaos. The prevailing excitement 
was enhanced by the news that a special 
report on the Cuban crisis had reached 
President Roosevelt by ‘plane from 
Washington this afternoon. — 

Complete mystery surrounds the de- 
livery of the report, which was entrusted 
to the Secret Service, but some action on 
the part of the President is believed to 
be imminent in view of the apparent dead- 
lock here. 

It is understood that the report 
originated with Mr, Sumner Welles, the 
American Ambassador here. Meanwhile, 
the Cuban Ambassador in Washington, 
Sefior Oscar Cintas, asked the State De- 
partment to arrange an interview for him 
with President Roosevelt, and left for 
Hyde Park, the fPresident’s private 
estate. ! 

It is learned that the Cuban Govern- 
ment is anxious to obtain from President 
Roosevelt himself an exact definition of 
the power of the Ambassador, Mr. Welles.

NEW CONSTITUTION. 


In an interview with Reuter’s Correspon- 
dent, he said that he would gladly accept 
the Provisional Presidency if offered to 
him, after first assuming the portfolio of 
Minister of Justice. 

He believed that this was the procedure 
which was desired by all parties in Cuba, 
as well as by the United States, judging 
from a telephonic conversation which he 
had had with friends in New York. 

The Ambassador also said that he was 
taking with him plans for a complete 
reform of the Cuban Constitution. 

The present Constitution, which was 
modelled on that of the United States, was 
unsuited to a Latin race, he said. 

Moreover, unlike the United States, there 
was no State power to counterbalance the 
dictatorial power of the President. Cuba 
was independent, but not free, since the 
Constitution forced the President towards 
dictatorship. 

“ My Constitution is modelled on that of 
Uruguay and Switzerland, with a Presi- 
dency of four years without re-election.’’ 

The Ambassador predicted a wholesale 
change in the Governments of South 
America if he were successful. -Only then 
would it be time, he said, to negotiate a 
repeal of the Platt amendment, which con- 
cerns American intervention,

‘PLANE CAPSIZES ON 
TAKING OFF. 


DIRECT FLIGHT FROM 
LISBON TO ITALY. - 


From Revter’s CORRE8PONDENT, 
LISBON, Wednesday. 


ITH the arrival in Lisbon of the 
remaining 25 seaplanes of the 
Italian air fleet the most dangerous part 
of the return flight has been accomplished. 
General Balbo and his companions 
alighted on the Tagus this afternoon be- 
tween 3.45 and 4.45 (B.8.T.). The last 
three machines, before coming down on the 
river, few over Black Horse square, where 
Marshal Balbo was at the moment review- 
ing the guard of honour. 

There was tremendous enthusiasm when 
the machines arrived; but, in spite of the 
magnificent welcome, General Balbo did 
not look entirely happy until ‘these last 
three machines, which had stayed behind 
at Ponta Delgada when seaplane Number 
13 crashed, roared overhead. Then his 
face lit up im a smile of satisfaction. 


LISBON MISHAP. 


The air fleet will fly direct to Rome from 
Lisbon. The accident, said to have 
occurred in one seaplane on alighting 
here, was of no importance, according to a 
statement made to Reuter by the pilot of 
the *plaue. 

The crashing of seaplane Number 135 
cecurred as the section of the fleet which 
had anchored at Ponta Delgada was taking 
off from the harbour. At 8.25 a.m. 
(B.S.T.) the nine flying boats at Horta 
took off, and as they passed over Ponta 
Delgada the remaining ’planes, including 
General Balbo’s, were to rise into the air 
and complete the formation. Number 13, 
hcwever, overturned inside the breakwater, 
and its four occupants were injured. 

Its two companion machines remained 
for a time, but eventually got away at 
10.45 a.m. The damaged flying boat is 
being dismantled. 

Lieutenant Squaglia, the second in com- 
mand, died in hospital at 2.15 p.m. For 
five hours the staff fought for his life, 
but he died from cerebral shock. His 
three companions are expected to be able 
to leave the hospital shortly. 


BALBO’S REPORT. 

The accident recalls that which 
occurred on landing at Amsterdam in the 
opening. stages of the flight, when a ser- 
geant was killed in the capsizing of one 
of the ’planes. 

Accotding to the official report of ‘the 
accident sent by wireless from General 
Balbo to Signor Mussolini, the Air 
Minister explained that the limitation of 
the harbour at Ponta Delgada compelled 
nearly all the ‘planes to rise from the 
open sea, 

“My ‘plane,” he says, “took off 
cautiously near the beach in the harbour 
proper. However, the I-Rani capsized 
owing to an error in manoeuvring. Captain 
Ranieri, Sergeant Oremaschi, and Ser- 
geant Boveri were only bruised. The 
second pilot, Lieutenant Squaglia, 
suffered concussion. and nervous shock,’’

THE CHILDREN’S 
CHARTER. 


In a leading article The Times 
observes:—-To-day an important Home 
Office circular is issued to all the Justices 
of the Peace in England and Wales, 
drawing their attention to the principal 
modification in the law involved by the 
Children and Young Persons Act, which 
will come into force on November 1. It 
makes a number of comments and 
suggestions intended to be of assistance to 
them in the execution of their duties. 
There can be no question that this docu- 
ment, which is designed also for the local 
authorities and the police, will receive 
careful study because of the knowledge and 
experience lying behind it, and because its 
advice and recommendations will, if 
scrupulously acted upon, go a long way 
towards making the Children’s Charter 
the efficient instrument that Parliament 
has meant it to be. The Act, as the cir- 
cular points out, makes no fundamental 
change of principle, but it should greatly 
strengthen the hands of those concerned 
in finding the best way to restrain young 
people who are falling into criminal] ways, 
and to help those who need care and pro- 
tection. The procedure in respect of both 
categories is clearly assimilated.

T HE 1932 census of motor vehicles in 

use showed that there were 35,731 
private cars in the Irish Free State, as 
compared with 8,287 goods vehicles, 5,213 
hackneys, 570 tractors, and 5,668 motor 
cycles. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that private cars are the most fruitful 
source of accidents.

THE SIDECAR. 


The motor cycle combination previously 
has been proved by figures to be the safest 
vehicle on the road. There were six acci- 
dents on sidecars, but the only damage 
was trivial injury in two cases. 

Eight pedal cyclists were killed, six of 
them being riders of the machines to 
which the accidents were attributed. Pedal 
cycles also killed two pedestrians. 

As has been stated; there were 81 fatal 
accidents, but 83 persons were killed. Jn 
only two cases, therefore, can more than 
one person have been killed. In each of 
those cases a private car was responsible, 
and each occurred in Dublin. 

Of the 85 persons killed 33 were 
pedestrians and 25 were on the vehicle to 
which the accident was attributed; 23 
were on other vehicles involved, and two 
were “ other persons. 

Persons injured numbered 1,155, in- 
cluding 331 on the vehicles responsible, 
and 370 pedestrians. 


DUBLIN’S TOTAL, 


Of the 2,381 accidents, including 81 
fatal, there were 1,200, including 31 fatal, 
in the Dublin Metropolitan Division. All 
the ‘bus and coach fatalities were in 
Dublin, but only two of the fata] cycle 
accidents.

It is usual for the incidence of accidents 
to be high in places where traffic is dense.
